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Introduction 

From the multitudes of letters which this humble writer has 
received from every corner of India, there still seems to be a 
fervent desire in this age to learn Arabic and to understand 
the final message of Allah 3k, namely the Qur'an.

Translating is indeed a difficult task and I therefore do not 
claim to have fulfilled the right of translating this book. I 
ask the reader to overlook all shortcomings. Those 
attempting to translate any work of this calibre, will realize 
the great hurdles one has to overcome, especially where 
there are many technical terms involved. 

I have made an attempt to clarify the text as much as 
possible and simplify the rules so that the beginner can 
grasp them quickly. Where there was a need, I have added 
explanatory footnotes. 
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The original Urdu text of the book contains many errors, 
especially in the Qur'anic verses. I have corrected these in 
the English version. In many cases, I have used tables to 
enlist sentences or examples. This was done for the sake of 
greater clarity although the original text does not have such 
tables. Many new Arabic words used in the exercises have 
not been mentioned in the vocabulary. I have enlisted these 
as well. Many singular words did not have their plurals 
listed. I have included these also for the benefit of the 
students. 

I have used the arrow sign ( I to indicate the direction of 
the text. In some cases, the text has to be read from left to 
right as in English, while in other instances, it has to be read 
from right to left as in Arabic. 

I have provided the English equivalents of the Arabic 
grammatical terminology for the sake of information. The 
student need not learn the English terms. If one learns the 
Arabic terms and understands them well, it is sufficient.

2. The letters (I), (o), (<j) and (J) are the signs of ( J*iJl 
f- jUail) known as the (?- jUait ol**>U). By inserting one of 
these letters before (v-j^p jS'.L. ^>-lj) - the singular 
masculine third person - of (^^U.1) - the perfect tense, 
making the first letter sakin and adding (^j) at the end, the 
(f- jUa^. Jj«j) is formed, e.g. from (£3) we get (^i), (f^),

Like the (^Ul) - perfect tense, the (^jUiil J«iJl) - 
imperfect also comes on three scales: (J*-^), (J**0 and (J*^). 
The (f- jUail) - imperfect of (?&>) is (^i), of (<--'j->) is (u^.) 
and of Qj>) is (f^). The details will follow in Lesson 16. 

Note 1: The words (£■£>) and (OUojj) appear several times in 

the paradigm. Understand them well. One has to see the 
context to determine the meaning. 

Note 2: As in (^»lil) - the perfect tense, the (£^U»i1 J*iJl) - 
imperfect also has fourteen word-forms. 

4. To construct the (Jj-^£) - passive of (f jUall J*iJl), render 

a dammah to the (?- jUail oU^U), and a fathah to the 

penultimate letter, e.g. (c-j^-^j) becomes (c-j^-^j) - he is being 

hit or he will be hit, (^k) becomes (^k) - it is being opened 

or it will be opened, (fj^>) becomes (fJ^-L) - he is being 
honoured or he will be honoured. 

5. In order to construct the ( l5 aJJ 9 jUall) - imperfect 
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negative, the word (V) is most often inserted before ( ? jUall 

cu~11) - the imperfect positive. Sometimes (y) is inserted, 

e.g. ( s~*-^ ^) - He is not going or he will not go. {fS*i ^) - 
He does not know or he will not know. 

Note 4: In order to make (f- jUait Jjtiit) specific with the 
future tense, the particles (^f) or (<~*y^ ) are prefixed to it,

e.g. (?^uL^) - He will soon open. ( jj^l*J ^j— ) - You will 
come to know. 

6. You know that (yW) - pronouns are used in place of the 
(J j*i») - object. In Arabic, there are two types of pronouns: 

(a) (J-^0 - those pronouns which are attached to the verb, 

(b) (J-/2i^>) - those pronouns which are independent and 
separate from other words. 

Because these pronouns are in (v-^sJl sJL^) - the accusative 

case - they are referred to as (4jj-^lt jL^i\).
